And Whooping Cough 
Prevention Is Aim 

The 


annual immunization clinic 


for the county schools, in co-opera- 


tion with the State Health Depart- 
ment. will open on April 14th and 
will administer vaccines and inoc- 
ulations intended to immunize the 
children against diptheria, small pox 
and whooping cough. 

This is the first year that whoop- 
ing cough has been included in the 
clinic and preliminary plans indi- 
cate that this treatment will be in- 
tended particularly for children of 
pre-school age. : 

Immunization against whooping 
cough requires three treatments. 
The diphtheria toxoid and the small 
pox vaccination require two treat- 
ments and these, with the whooping 
cough treatment, will be given in 


the week of April 14 and the week | 


of May 14. The date for the third 
whooping cough treatment, will be 
set later. 

The immunization clinic has been 
conducted in the county for several 
years and is felt to be especially 
important this year, according to 
county health officials, owing to 
the possibility—the possibility—of 
population shifts resulting from war 
Causes.

SOLD FRIDAY 


Stockton Concern Contracts 
To Take Clip at 46 5/8 Cts. 
In Second Year Of Combine 


The El Dorado County wool pool 
of approximately 4,500 fleeces. was 
contracted Friday to be sold to 
the Stockton Wool Company at the 
very satisfactory figure of 46 5/8th 
cents per pound. 

The wool will be received and 
weighed and payment made on May 
29th at the P. F. G. A. shed. 

The pool is still open to the par- 
‘ticipation of any county wool grow- 
ers who may wish to join and will 
be closed on March 27th. Interest- 
ed persons may obtain and_ sign 
‘contract blanks at the home of Roy 
Marks in Missouri Flat. or at the 
Farm Advisor’s office. 

The price agreed upon is under- 
stood to be one and five-eighth 
-cents better than prices offered in- 
dividuals in the county this season. 
(and is substantially better than the 
offered prices in adjoining counties, 
it was said. 

This is the second year of the 


, pool, organized under the direction | 


of the County Farm Bureau sheep 
department. of which Mr. Marks is 
‘chairman, with the assistance of 
the Farm Advisor. Last year the 
pool brought 43 cents. which was 
four cents higher than offers to 
individual growers.

Preliminary estimates indicate, it 

was reported, that the 1942 cut will 
probbaly equal but will not be ap-

imates $20 per thousand, the value 
of the crop is approximated at three 
million dollars of which upward of 
two-thirds may be said to consti- 
tute pay-roll. 

According to Assistant Forester 
John Buck, the industry gave di- 
rect employment to approximately 
2,000 in the woods of the county 
and, perhaps, about 1,000 others. 

The “big three” of the county’s 
lumber operators for the season 
were the Michigan-California Lum- 
ber Company (32 million feet); the 
Placerville Lumber Company (31 
million feet); and the California 
Door Company. (30 million feet). 
Nintey-three million feet of the to- 
tal of 154 million feet was cut by 
these three concerns. 

Sacra- 
mento Box and Lumber Company, 
22 million: Wetzel Lumber Com- 
pany. 13 million; Berry Lumber 
Company six and one-half million; 
Blair Brothers and Phippen’s, each 
5 million, Albert Rupley. on Plum 
Creek, Park Creek and Slate Moun- 
tain, upward of three and one-half 
million; and M. J. Ferrari, 1,800,- 
000; Mace Lumber Company, 1,800,-

TIRE SHORTAGE THREATENS 
\TO COMPLICATE STATE'S | 
TRANSPORT SYSTEM 


| SAN FRANCISCO—Unless all 
,California cooperates in immediate 
icorrective measures, this state’s war 
industries and civilian population 
‘will face an extremely grave trans- 
portation problem with the exhaus- 
tion of the tire supply. 

This warning was issued today by 
the California Railroad Commission 
as some preliminary results of that 
body’s vast emergency transit sur- 
vey were released. 

The Railroad Commission, util-' 
izing an appropriation recently 
granted by the Department of Fi- 
nance, is conducting surveys of all 
transportation and public utility 
facilities in the State in their rela- 
| tion to the war emergency. 

Major indicants from the prelim- 
inary analysis show: 

Transportation must be provided 
for 500,000 to 750,000 war workers. 

Despite warnings from competent 
authorities that there will be no new 
tires for private automobiles after 
the present supply is exhausted, 
the occupancy factor of these work- 
ers’ cars is still very low. In one 
major Southern California aircraft 
plant an average of only 1.6 pass- 
engers per car was shown.

As the rubber grows thinner on 
our tires, we’ll be doing more arm 
chair traveling. It won’t be long 
before the travel book will be tak- 
ing its place with war books and 


'escape novels as popular reading of 


the day. For the average reader 
the first requisite of a travel book 
is that it have a fresh and spontan- 
eous outlook and the second that it 
be persuasive to the point of mak- 
ing you feel that something in the 
air of a place, its temperament, so 
to speak, as well as the physical 


/aspects of rivers, hills and valleys. 
‘May we suggested for your next 
leisurely evening when you feel like 


going places Hulbert Footner’s 
“Maryland, Maine and _ Eastern 
Shore.” Mr. Footner gives you 
Maryland county by county. its roll- 
ing pasturelands and rich green 
fields, its historical associations, its 
civilizing influences, its colorful 
yarns as well as that atmosphere 
we recognize in places which is, for 
the most part, made up of intangi- 
bles. 


Maryland abounds in “firsts” and 
superlatives. 
in the country to be erected to the 
memory of George Washington is 
in Maryland. The first free school 
in America (1696) was on the pres- 
ent site of St. John’s college. While 
Baltimore is an enchanting city 
that enjoys the good things of the 
present but never forgets its rich 
and leisurely past. the real Mary- 
land is found in the little dream- 
like villages that preserve the an- 
cient ways awl whose charm is so 
difficult to analyze. In these vil- 
lages many old families have main- 
tained their positions for nearly 300 
years. The old five-part houses 
unknown in the west have aged and 
mellowed to the point of rare 
beauty, Mr. Footner is lavish in his 
praise and description of these 
architectural gems. 

People moving in and out of the 
book give it a lively quality. Along 
with the exploits of the doughty 
Captain John Smith of Maryland's 
infancy. you may read about H. L. 
Menchken of Maryland’s_ present. 
Mr. Footner pays the sage of Balti- 
more a charming tribute: “his heart 
is generous. his courtesy perfect.” 
You'll meet up frequently with 
Francis Scott Key. author of “The 
Star Spangled Banner” and Mary- 
land’s Number One hero. Under 
Mr. Footner’s pleasant guidance. 
vou'll see the home of Barbara 
Frietchie and of Hervey Allen 
(author of “Anthony Adverse”). 
That beloved instructor at John 
Hopkins University Popsy Welch 
and Parson Weems who gave the 
world the anecdote about George 
Washington and the cherry tree 
move across the pages. You may 
read engaging reminiscences. of 
Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes and 
in the description of Annapolis be 
brought sharply back to the present 
with the account of Commodore 
Matthew Perry's famous voyage in 
the fifties that resulted in the 
opening of Japan. Yarns about 
lesser known folk. especially about 
the Maryland darkies give the book 
flavor. You'll remember Judge 
Shehan’'s story about Louella Tripp: 
“Louella a smart girl, went down 
to Hampton Institute to get a di- 
ploma. She came home with a 
baby and no diploma. so they 
chirstened the baby Diploma.” 

The people of Maryland are 
slower paced than the people in the 
west. They have time for the 
amenities. for music. for good food 
and drink. for beautiful courtesy 
and for simple pleasures. All of the 
“old quality” do not live in opulent 
seclusion. Many of the gentlefolk 
have to get down on their marrow- 
bones and work but there’s never 
any mistaking them. Maryland has 
retained its great charm. Mr. Foot- 
ner asserts. because it has been less 
eager to discard the old and em- 
brace the new. 

In Hollywood Walter Edmond’s 
latest book “Young Ames” which 
appeared in part in the Saturday 
Evening Post. is far more popular 
than Pearl Buck’s “Dragon Seed” 
which may mean nothing more 
than the fact that in that location 
than the fact that in that location 
young man who makes good.
